I wo forces were 
arrayed 
uncom­ 
promisingly against each other, with 
the usual number of neutrals, camp- 
followers. spies and traitors, shifting 
their allegiance trom side to side as 
whim, caprice or personal gain sug­ 
gested. 
Jesus Christ—a 
revolutionist—was 
at the head of a new party that rep­ 
resented Unselfishness, a hitherto un­ 
recognized power. 
At least one that 
never before had been give n any prom­ 
inence. 
Arrayed against this progres­ 
sive propaganda was the age-old con 
fcervative system of organized Selfish­ 
ness, directed now by 
the 
scribes, 
Pharisees ai d elders and participated 
in by many others. Jehus, with a mere 
handful of obscure men and women, 
some of whom were disloyal and all of 
them inconstant, was in the midst of 
a series of militant engagements, 
in 
which no quarter was either given or 
asked. 
It was to determine whether

review should be conducted with this 
fact ever prominently in mind. 
In the first lesson of the quarter we 
have an account of the Syrophoenieian 
woman seeking the help o! Jesus for 
lier demon-possessed daughter. 
Did 
she come from a selfish motive? If so, 
then Jesus would not grant her re­ 
quest, great as was his sympathy for 
the afflicted. His mission was to over- 
tin ow the 
self-seeking 
spirit. 
The 
demoniac girl must remain as she was, 
if healing her would minister to her 
mother’s lack 
of 
consideration for 
others. 
Finding that she appreciated 
what Jesus had done in healing those 
who were variously afflicted—that she 
was not envious 
cr 
jealous 
lie re­ 
sponded to lier request as she desired. 
It was no more than a ‘‘skirmish," but 
still it was a victory for unselfishness. 
Following this incident there is, in 
the second lesson, the account of the 
‘Battle of Caesarea Philippi,’’ 
where 


Peter, one of his 
own 
disciples, 
is j 
Jesus’ antagonist, as the correspond- i 
ent of the self-ueeking Jewish rulers, I 
themselves the apt pupils of Satan. I 
For Jesus, in rebuking Peter, says, I 
"Get thee behind me, Satan; for thou 
mindest not the things of God, but the 
things of men.” 
Then, in substance, 
he continued, 
“Notwithstanding 
the 
numerous repulses it receives, Sel­ 
fishness, rallying each time, will have 
its way with me to the dreadful end, 
but three days thereafter I veil! rise 
again from the 
dead; 
Unselfishness j 
will finally triumph over all my adver-i 
saries, even death itself. 
Just so, in every 
lesson of 
the 
twelve, there is, in its last analysis, a 
favorable report concerning the le ad ­ 
er of the 
forces 
of 
Unselfishness. 
With certain victory ahead of him. 
Jesus contended against all phases, 
modes and manifestations of Selfish­ 
ness. Neither the 
inveterate 
hatred 
and opposition of his adversaries the 
Jewish rulers, the fickleness of 
the 
common people, 
the 
ingratitude of 
many who had boer. healed, the tem­ 
porary deflection of his disciples, nor 
the 
shameful 
treachery 
of 
Judas 
Iscariot could turn him from ills pur­ 
pose or dampen his ardor. 
Tire world
